The.Columbus Board of 
Education has in the past 
expressed its determina- 
tion to provide for the 
children and youths of 
Columbus, in each build- 
ing in the school system, 
the best education its 
resources will allow, 
regardiess. of the circum- 
stances that exist at any 
given time. 

This year, with the imple- 
mentation -of a court- 
approved desegregation 
plan, the determination of 
the Board will no doubt be 
challenged time and time 
again. But their determina- 
tion cannot falter if the pro- 
cess i§ to proceed 
smoothly and peacefully. 
In fact, that same determi- 
nation must be spread if it 
has not already) to every 
member of this community. 

As has been stated over 
and over by many com- 
munity spokespersons, the 
real issue facing Columbus 
is not the bus. Students 
have been riding buses for 
years for any number of 
reasons -- and many of 
them have been. non- 
racially motivated. The real 
issue is that all students. get 


a quality education. 

Two groups of indivi- 
duals who will play vital 
roles in aiding students to 
get a quality education are 
teachers and bus drivers. 
The role of teachers is 
somewhat obvious. Their 
attitude and - preparation 
will have @ definite impact 
onthe motivation and 
demeanor of students. 
Consequently we hope that 
teachers will remember the 
old adage which stipulates 
“that one only gets out of 
something that which one 
has put into it. 

The role of bus drivers 
may not be so obvious. 
Their attitude and prepara- 
tion could .also affect the 
motivation and demeanor 
of students. Bus drivers will 
be the first school 
employees to come into 
contact with students each 
morning. The pleasant 
smile of grumpy behavior 
that greets their passen- 
gers could possibly affect 
the manner in which 
students interact with 
others (teachers included) 
for the remainder of the 
day.

Bond was killed at 
approximately 6 p.m. Hal- 
loween Eve, Oct. 31, 1977. 

Yeilsky told the jurors 
that Ucker was at Grant 
Hospital at the time Bond 
was killed. He im-plored the 
jurors to look at the case 
from a “common sense 
perspective,” and main- 
tained that not one witness 
has testified that Ucker was 
with DeLeo when Bond 
was “executed.” 

Yelsky had sought 
throughout the. trial to 
prove that Bond was killed 
by Ray Ferrito, a notorious 
Mafia hit man*who drove 
DeLeo to Columbus from 
Erie, Pa.; where they both 
were hiding out. 

He claimed that the fact 
DeLeo's left hand was ban- 
daged and that he wore a 
mitten because he used 
acid in an attempt to dis- 
guise his fingerprints, pre- 
vented him from pulling,the 
trigger of the .38 that killed 
bond. 

“| tell you that Bond's 
death was an execution,” 
Yelsky . asserted, adding 
that “no one under drugs 
and in pain could. have 
done that.” 

Yelsky argued that 
DeLeo was a part of a 
scheme to “frame Ucker" 
so as to affect a plea bar- 
gaining agreement with the 
prosecution. 

. Yelsky had earlier put 
two witnesses on the stand 
that testified that Ucker 
was at his office, 327 S. 
Grant Ave. at the time Bond 
was gunned down, Brenda 
McCarthy, a former 
receptionist-secretary iat 
Uckers' office, testified that 
he escorted her. to Grant 
Hospital via a rear entrance 
at 5:30 p.m. Oct. 31. He was 
to perform surgery on her 
the following morning, she 


- testified. She also remem- 


bered'that Dianne Strahler, 
Ucker's nurse accompan- 
ied them. °: 

The prosecution, shot 
down this contention by 
producing a parking ticket 
signed by Mrs. Strahter 
showing that she checked 
out at 5:27 p.m. 

In the meantime, 
O'Grady reminded the 
jurors that evidence had 


showed that Ucker left the | 


parking garage at 4:07 p.m. 
or-Oct: 31 and went to the 
Blacklick farm of Dr. 
Donald Plotnick where 
DeLeo was staying. DeLeo 
and Plotnick became 
friends. when they both 
were sérving time in the 
Lewisburg, Pa., federal pri- 
son. Ferrito drove DeLeo 
from Erie, Pa., to Plotnick's 
farm after DeLeo escaped 
from a Massachusetts pri- 
son guard. 

Although DeLeo still had 
the gun he took from the 
guard and one of his own, 
O'Grady said Dekeo told 
Ucker he was not armed 
after he picked him up at 
Plotnick’s farm. Ucker 


drove to his own apart- 
ment, got a .38 caliber gun 


—and-gave it to Del eo while 


driving to Bond's office 
where it was used to kill 
Bond. . 

During his closing argu- 
ment, Yelsky concentrated 
on the reasonable doubt 
element. He noted that 
DeLeo was a master in the 
art of fooling people and 
suggested he had fooled 
the prosecution into 
accepting his story and 
working out a deal with 
Massachusetts authorities 
to allow him to serve the 
balance of his term concur- 


rently with the 15 years to 


life sentence imosed upon 
him in connection with the 
murder of Bond. 

Prior to issuing his

Judge Mitchell explained 
that the original aggra-

reduced to plain murder 
and removed the kidnap- 
ping attempt. 

The murder charge car- 
ries an indefinite term of 15 
years to life and a maxi- 
mum fine of $15,000. 


Mitchell. instructed the 


jurors to decide the case on 
the basis of what they 
heard from the witnesses, 
not from the numerous 
unanswered questions that 
remain. He also advised 
them that if Ucker is an

Board Action Elates 

Senator William F. Bowen (D-Cincinnati) 
who has established a reputation of 
championing the cause of minority business 
enterprises and blacks in general, is obviously 
highly elated by an action of the State 
Controlling Board. 

Bowen, the first black to serve on the 
powerful legislative board, announced in a 
news release that the SCB has approved the 
designation of a series of capital 
improvement contracts. to be awarded to 
minority business enterprises. 

The action, according to the two term 
senator, “indicates that Ohio has taken a 
positive step toward encouraging the 
development of minority-owned construction 
companies in this state,” he observed and 
added: : 

“In afield where minority contractors have 
been historically excluded from participting 
on acompetitive basis, such affirmative action 
is necessary to establish a track record of 
the abilities, reputation and success of these 
contractors.” 
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Andrew Young's resignation as U.S. 
Ambassador to the United Nations is a blow to 
America’s diplomatic efforts and a bitter 
shock to black people, whose respect and 
admifation Ambassador Young will always 
enjoy. ‘ 

A lot has been written and said about the 
immediate -circumstances surrounding his 
resignation. Regardiess of the wisdom of the 
“no-PLO contact” policy of our government, 
Ambassador Young felt he could no longer 
follow formal government procedures at the 
expense of his effectiveness. 

Therefore, his resignation was an act of 
conscience. His actions were motivated by his 
intense desire to implement the broad _princi- 
ples of American policy. The meeting with the 
PLO representative that led to the State 
Department reprimand, for example, was 
designed to delay a Security Council vote that 
would’ have embarrassed the United States 
and its allies. , c 

Ambassador Young's transgression--if 
that's what it was--has to be seen in context. 
Other American diplomats have conferred 
with PLO representatives--and not just about 
UN procedural matters either, Andy Young 
wasn't the target of responsible protests sur- 
rounding the meeting--the U.S. policy and the 
mistrust of America's reat intentions were.

Despite all of this legislative and legal 
talent and experience, the rights of Black 
people are trampled upon with as much 
impunity today as they were 100 years 
ago: This is true not because our Black 
lawyers and judges don't know the law, 
but because they are not motivated to 


-help their people. Anytime a Black lawyer 


is elected judge, you may just as well 
write him or her off as a worker in the 
Biack cause.

The GenerallAssembly's capital 
improvement act of 1977, (Amended Sub. H.B. 
618) excluded a provision for the utilization of 
minority businesses in state construction 
projects. 

However, a resolution, passed by the Ohio 
House, spelled out the intent of the legislation 
and mandated the State Department of 


_ Administrative Services to designate specific 


projects for minority entrepreneurs. 

Bowen, who has perhaps sponsored more 
legislation designed to bring black business 
operation a larger slice of the state's political 
pie, than any other lawmaker, -noted that 
“while the legislature has been reluctant to 
approve proposals to set aside a certain 
percentage of state contracts, this approval by 
the Board does show a commitment to 
effectively combat the effects of 
discrimination.” 

Bowen, who is chairman of the Senate 
Commerce Committee and serves on the 
Senate Finance Committee, said he has “no 
doubt that the State can receive quality work 
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Andy Young was caught in the crossfire. 

The Ambassador admits he did not-reveal 
the entire truth of the meeting to State Depart- 
ment officials. The first- rule of diplomacy is 
not to embarrass your government, and by 
keeping the meeting somewhat under wraps, 
Ambassador Young said, he was hoping to 
protect the State Department in case of aleak.

His patient and creative diplomacy 
paved the way for present efforts to end the 
bloodshed in Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. 

Through his warmth, his personal style and 
his diplomatic acumen; Andy Young became a 
symbol of America's concern for human rights 
and for the aspirations of the poorer nations of 
the world.

School desegregation has been a primary 
concern for members of the Columbus community 
ince before 1973 when the Penick et al. v. 
columbus Board of Education case was first filed. 
Since that time, many of the community's black 
and white residents have come to look upon 
desegregation as unnecessary, undesirable or 
unworkable. Many still wonder ‘if the turmoil and 
controversy it has caused is ever going to end and 
even if expected resulting changes is worth all the 
| effort. 

Numerous questions have been asked relative to 
the impending implementation of a court-approved 
systemwide desegregation plan. Much confusion 
has resulted, almost to the point where it may no 
longer be easy to distinguish the facts from the 
fallacies of desegregation. 

In an attempt toclear up as much of this confusion 
as possible about what will happen when 
desegregation begins this fall, The CALL & POST 
has compiled and sought to answer the most 
frequently asked questions about desegregation 
and its effects. 

Obviously all questions about desegregation 
cannot be answered in this article. For that reason, 
sources and telephone numbers are presented at 
the end of specific questions included herein. It may 
be beneficial for parents to clip and save these 
numbers for future reference. 

Q. Why is the present court approved 
desegregation plan necessary? Didn't school 
officials meet their legal obligation by instituting the 
Columbus Plan? 

A. Court ordered desegregation is necessary 
because the Columbus Plan, which operated on a 
totally volunteer basis, did not result in significant 
changes in the racial composition of schools. Even

School Desegregation: 
Questions And Answers 


Q. Why does desegregation have to involve 
busing? Isn't there another way to meet legal 
requirements? a me? 

A. Busing is the most practical means that has 
been devised to date to end segregation in the 
shortest possible time. The time factor here is 
important because the Supreme Court has ruled 
that “continued operation of segregated schools 
under a standard of allowing ‘all deliberate speed’ 
for desegregation is no longer constitutionally 
permissible. Under explicit holdings of this Court 
the obligation of every schoo! district is to terminate ; 
duel school systems at once and to operate now and 
hereafter only unitary schools.” . 

Q. How was my child chosen to be used?
